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Continuation of 13. Other: In regard to claim 19 the Examiner disagrees with applicant's statements on page 6 of the response that the 
support layer of ALexander is a soft layer and cannot support a stiff layer. The soft layer act has a layer of attachment for the stiff layer like 
a clothesline supports items attached thereto that are stiffer than the line itself. Also, the adhesive layer has not been properly caimed as 
an adhesive layer itself therefore it is still not clear as to v\/hether the intermediate layer is an adhesive layer like a film or is a layer that has 
an adhesive in liquid form applied thereto that is then heated to become sticky to then adhere other layers. The specification as originally 
filed is deficient in defining the actual adhesive alyer and its structure. AS discussed in the telephone Interview the adhesive layer is not 
properly defined in the specification or claims. Claim 25 contains new 112, 2nd paragraph deficiencies. The recitation that the support 
layeris less flexible is a new issue not previously claimed. The inner and outer transparent layers of claims 26-30 is new matter since 2 
transparent layers were not previously claimed or disclosed. The pattern as being in a diagonal extension in claims 27 and 29 is also new 
matter and is not supported by the original specification. The support layer runs diagonally but was not described as an outer layer. 
Applicant's claims are extremely broad and have been broadened in comparison to the original claims. . 
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
